swer Questions

Witnesses Who Pined With Sontag 


mill Evans and Found Them to 


Have Good Appetites. 


J. W. Cofioy resumed his testimony 


yesterday io the Glare Moore case. 
When EvflDB was at Coffcy'e house ho 
had a 44-caliber rilie and a shotgun. 
The witness had been hunting with Ev- 
ans before the train robbery, and saw 
Evans with the same gun. Evans ex- 
preased a fear that Coffey might kill 
hiui, and Mooro told Evans that there 
was more danger that Hollingshead 
would do it. 


When Sontag and Evana came to 
Oof- 


fey'B house on the occasion of theBigs- 
low iaterview Coffey did not expect 
thorn, and had not known where they 
were. Sontag carried a 40.32 rifle. 


JIM YOUNG TOOK SO CHANCES. 


James Young, fit whose cabin Wilson 


and McGinnia were killed, teetiEed that 
he was not at home when the ahootina 
took place at Sampson Flat. He left 
the cabin early that morning and went 
up the trail. 
"Did yon meet anybody on the trail?1' 


asked Terry. 


The witness declined to answer on the 


ground that the answer might tend to 
criminate himealf. He had not been ad- 
vised by any lawyer to take that course. 


The witness was asked whether he did 


not hide a box of cartridges by the read- 
side, where SontaK and Evaua could find 
it. He declined to answer the question 
and was excused from testifying. 


John Broder was recalled and told 


about bis meeting Mnore at Drum when 
the wilneei arrived with the posse. 
Moore eaid to Broder, "You'd better go 
back. If you find Evane and Soutag 
they'll kill all of you." 


Broder replied that they might kill 


some but they would not kill all. 


J. A. Witty testified that the batch of 


newspapers found in the rifle pit were in 
the poeeossion of Andrew McGinuis at 
the time he was killed and that the pa- 
pers were lost. One of Ihe papers was a 
Visalla Deltr, and had a tab on it bear- 
ing the dale May 1, 1889. 


This tuetimony was corroborated by

Chris Evans at Ho wall's house. The 
posse kept guard over the house that 
night expecting the robbers to couie 
there, but they did not put in an appear- 
ance.

The light 
compUxiouod man stepped forward and 
said: 


"Mr. Ferris, this IB Sontag." 
The objection to this testimony was 


sustained. 


Th« witness proceeded to say that he 


told Moore about seeing the robbers and 
Moore expressed surprise on learning 
that they were so near. Ho and Moore 
slept together that iiight at Orabtree's 
and on the next morning went to Oof- 
foy's house together. 


E. a. Overall of Vin»lia described the 


killing of Oscar Beaver by Evans and 
Sontai! in Viealla. 


Frank M, Byrd, a brother-in-law of 


Chris Evans, was the next witness. Ho 
was in Evans' house at the time Boaver 
wag killed, but he did not see EvanB 
that rji|(ht at all. 
- W. F. Parker testified that he saw the 
robbers In Oofloy's house in October, on 
which occasion he ate dinner with them 
and Bignlow and the rest of the com- 
pany. Kvaus and Sontag kept their pis- 
tols on their person and left their shot- 
guns and rifles loaning against the wall. 
On another occasion the robbers came to 
the witness' cabin. 


"Don't you know," asked Mr. Terry, 
that whnn Moore came to your calmi 


Evans and SontaK were Bitting under a 
tree, about 230 or 250 yards from your 
cabin, and that Moore went out and 
talked with them?" 


"No, sir."

The 
supervisors, however, had aJjourped, 
and nothing could bo done in the mat- 
ter. 


Nothing was said at the meeting yes- 


terday nbout the appointment of a per- 
son to superintend the Fresno exhibit or 
the fixing of a salary for the office, or for 
that of the assistant superintendent, 
Miss Nellie Boyd. 


A petition has heon In circulation 


among business men for several days 
pBBt asking the commission to reinstate 
D. T. Fowler, who was so discourteously 
treated by & majority of the members 
present at a recent meeting by being de- 
prived of his office without any cftnso 
being assigned except that the super- 
visors objected to the salary of $200 per 
month. The patition recommends that 
the salary be fixed at $150, which will 
only pay the hotel bill of the superintend- 
ent at Chicago. 


Much unfavorable comment has been

Some stir has been caused among the 


attorneys in San Francisco on account of 
a discovery by Superior Judges Garber, 
Sanderson and Slack, that a number of 
lawyera were practising In the superior 
court who had no right to do BO. It ap- 
pears these attorneys have been admit- 
ted upon motion, without an examina- 
tion, simply because they had practised 
in the superior court of some other 
county. Section 270 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure is as follows: 


Every applicant for admission as an at- 


torney mast produce satisfactory testi- 
monial of good moral ch racter and un- 
dergo a strict examination in open court 
as to his qualifications by the Justices of 
the Supremo Court, or by the Justices 
Bitting and holding one of the depart- 
ments thereof; provided that the several 
Guparior Courts of this State may ad- 
mit applicants to practice as attorneys 
and counselors in their respective courts, 
but not elsewhere, upon strict examina- 
tion in open court, and not otherwise, 
and upon Satisfactory testimonials of 
good moral character. 


There ia another section applying to 


attorneys who come here from other 
states. They may be ad mi It e 3, on mo- 
tion , without examination, provided they 
hftvo a certificate from tbe highest court 
in the itata whence they came. Ibia 
section, an wall as the one before men- 
tioned, baa been frequently violated in 
SAD Francisco, bat it seems that all the 
attorneys in thia city are practicing law- 
folly.

Amendments to the County 


Government Act. 


The supervisors at their meeting yes- 


terday considered several chaugea which 
Ihoy thought should be made iu the 
county government act and in the etat- 
utea. They believe tbat if thosDchangea 
were made there would result a consid- 
erable saving to tho taxpayers, and that 
the people would get moro (flective 
eervice. 


The firet of theso proposed changed ie 


to coofiae jaeticea of the peace to their 
own townships. It is often the case that 
pereoua charged with violations of the 
aw are taken before the wrong justice. 
[t is proposed to remedy this. 


The next is to confine constables to 


county boundaries. That IB, no consta- 
trlti shall leave the county to arrest an 
offender. 
IF such a persou has succeed- 


ed in Dotting out of the county it ahall be 
the duty of theBheriff to bring him back. 


Another amendment tho supervisors 


desire is to have the court reporters sal- 
aried, instead of working per diem as at 
present. In connection with thia the 
supervisors ask that all the transcribing 
be done by the folio, by employed labor. 
The board is of the opinion that the 
court reporters are receiving too much 
money. 


They also demand tbat the law au- 


thorising justices of the peace to employ 
shut hand reporters be repealed, except 
in tbe case of examinations for felony. 


Finally, they want the law giving ho- 


tel keepers the right to have persons ar- 
rested for debt incurred for board and 
lodging repealed. 


Tbe board appointed Supervisor R. 


B. Butler and W. B. Badger to go to Sac- 
ramento, for tbe purpose of conferring' 
with this county's representatives con- 
:oruing these changes, with a view to 
bave the legislature adopt them. 


Tho application of Dr. F. M. Sponoijle 


to be appointed health officer of this 
county was granted by tho board. His 
salary was fixed at $100 and his term 
Used at one yoir.

THE WONDERFUL SARGASSO SEA OF 


THE GREAT ATLANTIC. 


'ho Eiiwi-mmis Floating Seml.lilaiitl To- 
wnrtl WliLi-h Nearly Evcrytlilns nil thu 
Bll fill tj- Deep Drifts a ml In Held as 
IMooiici—ltd IiiliiiljKnuts. 
For several years past Iho hydro- 


graphic bureau lit Washington has been 
trying to acquire a moru inliinitto hnowl- 


jo of Uio movements of tho waters of 


tho ocean, nnd n great number of bot- 
tles, containing messages and securely 
corked, have been dropped overboard by 
vessels. 
Many of these havo flouted 


thousands of miles before they wore 
picked up, and while somo were washed 
upon native ami foreign shores others 
havo found their way into the great Sar- 
gasso sea. 


From tlio courses taken by these dif- 


ferent bottles it bus been found tlmt tho 
ocean currents movo around iu a vast 
circle. Those which wero dropped over- 
board on tho American coast took ft 
northerly course, while those on Iho 
European side llonted toward tho south. 
Bottles dropped overboard in tlio North 
Atlantic started toward the northeast, 
and thoso from the African or Spanish 
coast floated almost directly west until 
they reached tho West India islands. 
Tho general directions of tho currents 
were thus ascertained, showing Hint the 
watei's acted upon by winds and cur- 
rents circulated round ami round like a 
pool.
